A BISHOP'S ADVICE TO

.| Solution of the problem how to deal: 


with motor"bandits, They ,, com- 
prige a new.class’ of criminal on 
definite lines, Three or four. met 
wore together. Usually — they 
take a car which is left Standing 
in the strect while the owner is 
paying « call, and_the stolen car 
is driven into the Home Counties, 
or wherever a robbery has been 
planned: Having achieved their 
purpose the thieves return, to Lon- 
‘don and’-vanish, the stolen car 
being abandoned in. some ‘quiet 
street. : 

But this -is not the whole story.. 
It often happens that the thieves 
are. disturbed on the scene’ of the 
proposed. robbery, and they inétant- 
ly take to flight. Police are warn- 
ed by telephone along all the rautes 
the motor bandits are bound to 
take. “In spite of this the fugitives 
nearly always get away. The pro- 
lem for the police is how to stop 
the desperadocs—that is. to say, 
how..to arrest the occupants of a 
ear driven ‘at a terrific speed, 
which continues its flight in com- 
‘plete disregard of risks to life— 
whether of the occupants, of the 
pursuers, or of the general public. 

No doubt some effective method 
will be. found. to’ baffle ‘thieves 
escaping in such ‘circumstances, 
without. at. the aame time denying 
‘the freedom of the road to honest 


"Various Suggestions, oe 


All sorts of suggestions have been 
put forward, but mast of them are 
declared by. the authoritics to pe 
impracticable without holding up 
all traffic and making the innocent 
motor’st suffer ‘for the guilty. 
Night patrols and ‘the use of wire- 
less have been’ successful, in some 
instances in. trapping the bandits, 
but Scotland Yard’ is far from 
satisfied with. the results achieved, 
and are endeavouring to find a 
scheme or schemes which will put 
a stop to the increasing depreda- 
tions of thieves. One cannot blame 
a policeman. for stepping out of 
the. way when a car driving at fifty 
or sixty miles an hour threatens 
to run him down.
